Edmonton Public School Board's 
finance committee is working with 
the Dominion department of fin- 
ance seeking a way to obtain a 
two per cent loan under the Mun- 
icipal Improvements Assistance 
Act, 1938, to build schools, it was 
stated Monday by Harry G. Tur- 
ner, board secretary-treasurer, 

The committee has communicated 
with Hon. Charles Dunning, min- 
ister of finance, secking means 
whereby the school] board could 
borrow on its own authority. At 
present the loans are confined to 
municipal corporations, 

It has been suggested to the de- 
partment that the whole $30,000,- 
000 apportionment for these loans 
may not have been taken up by 
municipalities and that some of 
this money might be made avail- 
able for schoo] purposes, 

Last year burgesses turned down

POLICE STATION 


Full report of the escape of Rob- 
ert James (Buster) Clarke on Jan- 
uary 14 from the city police cells 
has been submitted by Chief Con- 
stable A. G. Shute to city comis- 


sioners, who will place it before 
city council Monday night 
The chief constable explained 


that the prisoner was able to slip 


between the cells and the cell 
block wall and saw through two 
window bars while the turnkey 


was busy getting meals for prison- 


ers 

The turnkey, Constable Thomas 
Adams, a highly-rated member of 
the force for many years, ha! al 
lowed him to walk about the cell 
block rather than locking him in 
his individual cell, merely for 


humanitarian reasons. 

The chief explained that the cell 
block is not a jail, but merely a 
lock-up, having bars of iron and 
not of treated steel, which made it 
possible to cut them with a hack 
saw, 

The turnkey had been warned to 
allow few visitors to see prisoners 
and to be more cautious. It was 
pointed out by the chief that

Alertness and courare of Neil 
Graden, 9, of 105 Allen block, 
saved the life of six-year-old John 
Kondratski, 9657 104 avenue, who 
was snatched from the icy waters 
of the Saskatchewan river just 
below the Low Level bridge at 
2:30 p.m. Sunday as he was sink- 
ing below the surface of an open 
stretch of water into which he 
had fallen. 


Billie and Eddie Szezerban, 10512 97 
Street, ran down the slope to the; 
river ice and before he could stop 
had broken through thin ice on the | 
edge of an open stretch of water 
which is about 75 feet wide at that | 
point. 

John clutched at the slippery ice, 
but was unabie to hold on, and sank 
below the surface of the water 
Billie grabbed a branch which was 
lying on the ice and pushed it to the 
boy struggling in the water, but! 
John was unable to see it because | 
his hair was over his eyes. 

Numbed by the shock of the icy 
water, he was unable to aid hi m- | 
self and would have drowned had 
it not been for the Pray eyes of} 
young Neil Graden. 

From the top of the river bank 
where he was walking, Neil saw 
the boy struggling in the water, 
and immediately ran all the way 
down the bank and out to the | 
edge of the ice. | 

Down on his hands and knees he | 
reached out a hand for the drowning 
boy, and as Kondratski was sinking 
for the third time young Graden’s 
fingers grasped him and pulled him 
from the water.

HERO'S STORY 

“I was walking along the top of 
the bank by the Dreamland theatre 
at 97 street. with two other boys, 
when I saw three other kids play- 
ing down by the river,” said Neil 


Graden. “TWo of them were 
chasing the third one, and he ran 
down onto the ice. It looked as, 


though he thought the other two 
were still chasing him, and then he 
fell through the ice. 

“I ran down as fast as I could g» | 
and pulled him out,” he concluded 

“He didn’t say a thing about it un- 
til away on in the evening,” said | 
Mrs. Graden. “I guess he was too | 
frightened to say he had been on 
the river, because he has always 
been warned not to go there.” 


TO GET RECOGNITION 

Neil Graden's courageous act 
will probably earn him some form 
of recognition, police said Monday

CHAPTER IV (Continued) 
ELEN WILLS seems always 
to have been conspicuously 
implacable towards her tennis 
opponents and I have wondered 
sometimes whether she was not 
ever stirred by a particularly 
gallant fight put up by some 
eventual victim, stirred to ad- 
miration and even sympathy, or 
whether she regarded = such 
struggles merely as a nuisance 
and a deliberate attack upon her 
own ambitions and position, and 
my conclusions point rather to- 

wards the latter. 

Ah, but she was a grand cham- 
pion, and she could pat that tennis 


ball. She would gallop through a 
tournament at Forst Hills without 
the loss of a single set, and very 
few games. She never in all her 


life lost a Wightman Cup match to 
England. She won seven world’s 
championships at Wimbledon and 
lost but two sets in the seven final 
matches. And all that realiy mat- 
tered to the sporting public was 
that she was handsome to look at 
and that she kept on winning 

Helen Wills became as much a 
part of daily life through the 
medium of the newspapers as 
Ruth, Dempsey, Rickard, Jones, 
and other sports oelebrities 
whose records, habits and per- 
sonalities we knew as well as 
those of our own families. 

The routine was nearly always 
the same. Come spring, and Helen 


Wills, later Mrs. Moody, would 
pack her trunk and her racquets 
and head east, passing through 


New York Wimbledon-bound. Af- 
ter Wimbledon would come the 
Wightman Cup matches, alternate- 
ly in England and Forest Hills, 
Long Island, and then the Women’s 
Championships at Forest Hills, 
through which she would move, 
dropping a game here and there, 
but rarely a set. 
STANDING HEAD 

No one could extend her. She hit 
too hard, ren fast, placed her 
shots too well, didn’t get tired, was 
too smart. There was practically a 


standing head in every composing- 
room: “Helen Wins Again.’ The 
only time there was a national 
champion was when she remained
